That care includes bathing, dressing 
and feeding the invalid, preparing her 
soltfood diet, housekeeping and 
laundry. A homemaker assists in the 
mornings. 

Aida’s goal of giving her mother ‘a 
better quality of life for her remaining 
years” brings both rewards and 
frustrations. 

“Its gratifying to have her at 
home’ rather than in an institution. 
But “dealing with my emotions and 
my mother s is the hardest part, Aida 
said, describing her mothers unwill-

is now focusing 
on farm workers

Although the legalization program 
officially ended May 4, Catholic 
Community Services legalization centers 
continue to hum with activity as staff 
members attempt to complete files of 
persons who applied before the cutoff 
date. 

Staff members at the CCS office on 
Mission Gorge Place are now working to 
process the more than 2,200 applications 
filed during the final days for amnesty, 
said Bob Moser, CCS’ assistant director 
for resettlement and immigration. 

The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service has given last-minute amnesty 
applicants a 60-day - grace period for 
turning in documentation showing proof 
of residency, said Gwen Plank, director of 
the CCS Resettlement and Immigration 
office. 

Under the Immigration Reform and 
Control Act of 1986, undocumented 
persons who have lived continuously in 
the United States since before Jan. 1, 
1982, could have applied for temporary 
resident status. 

The 13 CCS legalization centers in San 
Diego and Imperial counties are 
continuing to accept amnesty applications 
from seasonal agricultural workers, whose 
application period will end Nov. 30,

SC scholarship winner throws out first pitch

SAN DIEGO — To the roar and applause of many of 
the 17,000 persons in San Diego Jack Murphy Stadium 
May 13, Miguel Luna, 14, of Holy Family School, Linda 
Vista, burned the ceremonial first pitch to San Diego 
Padres utility catcher Mark Parent.

journey of faith with the DPC. A Native 
American, Sister Davis recalled religious 
customs she experienced as a child raised 
on a Navajo Reservation near Gallup, 
N.M. 

A member of her religious order for 35 
years, Sister Davis said she spent almost 
25 years struggling with the two cultures 
in her life — the ‘‘white man’s’’ Catholic 
Church and Native American 
spirituality. 

For the last few years, she said she has 
finally been able to integrate these two 
worlds into her life. Native American 
beliefs are tied to the universe and nature, 
she said, adding that Catholic means 
universal. She noted that Native 
Americans can relate well with 
charismatic prayer groups because these 
are similar to tribal healing ceremonies. 

Sister Davis said it is important for 
Native Americans to retain their culture 
and spirituality within the church. She 
noted that local Native American groups, 
especially the youth, have lost much of

their cultural identity. 

Using a slide presentation, Ginger 
Infantino, director of the Office of 
Catechetical Ministry (OCM), described 
the office’s many programs. 

Infantino said the office’s main 
function is to train parish leaders who will 
then implement programs in their 
respective parishes.

In the book, ‘“The Church,’’ Chapter VII devotes 10 
pages to defining the role of our Blessed Mother 
(remember her?) in the church. It reproduces the 
pronouncements of Vatican II. It is called ‘‘Our Lady,”’ 
and in this chapter there are about 60 references to the 
councils of the centuries, the numerous encyclicals of the 
popes and the writings of the most revered, respected and 
beloved saints and teachers of the Holy Roman Apostolic 
Church. 

But more than all of these writings, pronouncements 
and definitions of the role of Mary in the church are the 
thousands of recorded miracles that have occurred at 
Lourdes and Fatima on those who have sought her help. 
These are miracles for which there is no possible 
explanation other than that they were a blessing from God 
through Mary. 

In addition to this, there are personal miracles 
experienced by untold numbers of people that would be 
classified as minor. My wife, now deceased and certainly - 
worthy of canonization, and I are among those numbers. 

There is absolutely no justification whatsoever for 
Catholic clergymen or lay people (regardless of their 
advanced education) to assume, claim or spread the 
heresy that Mary was downgraded in any way in the 


Council of Vatican II. That would have to be a personal 
achievement that I want no part of. 

I would like to extend my gratitude to all those in the 
San Diego area who have remained faithful to Mary, 
down through the years. During the war years they met 
every evening at St. Joseph’s Cathedral to say the rosary, 
and they are still doing it after the noon Mass. The rosary 
is also being said in many other churches, including St. 
John of the Cross. 

Let the hymns in honor of Mary be sung, and let those 
who don’t want to listen be excused. Let the coronations 
be done and let the skeptical be amused.

Global issue of Fatima message 


Pat and Nina Goodspeed’s letter in the (Southern Cross, 
May 6) regarding the ‘‘Fatima message”’ is very beautiful 
and factually correct, but fails to state precisely the 
“global issue.’’ As a consequence, the Editor’s footnote, 
also factually correct, also fails to address the ‘‘global 

_issue.’’ 

What is the ‘‘global issue?”’ 

On July 13, 1917, the Blessed Virgin gave Lucia dos 
Santos this message: ‘“The war is going to end, but if 
people do not stop offending God, another and worse one 
will begin during the reign of Pius XI. ...‘‘To prevent 
this, I shall come to ask for the consecration of Russia to 
my Immaculate Heart...’’ 

On December 10, 1929, Our Blessed Mother appeared 
to Lucia dos Santos, now Sister Lucy, and told her: ‘‘The 
moment has come for God to ask the Holy Father to 
make, in union with all the bishops of the world, the 
consecration of Russia to my Immaculate Heart,’’ etc. 

Sister Lucy wrote to the pope requesting this 
consecration, with the following proviso: 

1. Russia was to be the sole object of the consecration. 

2. Every bishop in the world was to make the 
consecration (a) in his own Cathedral (b) in a solemn 
public ceremony (c) on the same day and in union with 
the pope. 

This has not yet been done, even though Pope John 
Paul II has ‘‘come close’’ to fulfilling these requirements 
at Fatima on May 13, 1982. 


We hope this acknowledgement will help build public 
opinion whereby the consecration of Russia will finally 
take place according to Our Lady of Fatima’s demands.

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Time for police review board | 


It seems that most of the citizens in San Diego County and 
in the City of San Diego appreciate and approve of the work 
of Police Chief Kolendar and Sheriff Duffy. 

When there is an emeregency, an accident or acrime, we 
fully expect that our 911 call will bring us well-trained peace 
officers, as well as whatever other fire or emergency people 
are needed. It adds to our sense of well-being and fondness 
for our area. 

Msgr. Ott introduced me to the ‘“‘Heaven on Earth 
Club”’ of San Diego boosters back in 1954. If anything, 
through the years, it just gets better. 

But now there is a call for an active citizen’s review panel 
to oversee the complaints against our police and sheriff’s 
departments. Without implying any personal criticism of 
the chiefor the sheriff, it seems that this is an idea whose time 
has come. 

Recent complaints, especially among the Hispanic and 
black communities, have grown so vocal that there should be 
real, thorough investigations of these allegations. 

According to media accounts, the shooting of Mr. 
Dubose occurred when he resisted arrest and threatened the 
officers. Later accounts report that he was shot in the back 
four times. What really happened? 

The infamous Saigon Penn case still causes many people 
to wonder what really happened, as well as why. Whenever a 
police officer is killed, we should all be upset and want to 
know the truth and to have the real culprits apprehended. 

Now, recent media reports tell us that the judge scolded 
the police and intimated that some did not tell the whole 
truth, under oath. If that allegation is true, it’s known as 
perjury, aserious crime that should be thoroughly explored. 

According to the media, it is now coming out that Officer 
Peyer had some very unusual operating practices, including 
stopping woman drivers who were alone to discuss safety 
and things. ... If these ever were reported, what was the 
conclusion of the Police Department, and if they had been 
followed up in time, would the alleged crime never have 
taken place? 


There have been mounting complaints against some of 
our local jails. However, it took some persistent prying into 
the reported ‘‘suicides’’ of two women to bring in the FBI. 

Police brutality on any level, in any instance, to innocent 
or guilty, is an ugly accusation. Peace officers themselves 
deserve to be protected against these allegations. 

Internal investigations are constantly being conducted 
and, no doubt, these are usually effective. However, it’s the 
old biblical warning — Quis custodit custodes? — Who will 
guard the guardians, or who will police the police? Even 
grand juries and district attorneys are not enough, 
especially since their conclusions may be based on evidence 
or conclusions not drawn under public scrutiny. 

It would seem, then, that a civilian police review board is 
the best answer. The panel now in operation in San Diego 
has no real power, no power to correct or punish. 
Furthermore, it is a blue-ribbon panel chosen by the police 
administration. 

As we approach elections in June and November, it is 
high time that the candidates for local offices in the City and 
the County of San Diego come up with a practical, effective 
civilian police review panel. We should be asking them 
where they stand on this issue and demanding action. 

To ask for such a board does not imply criticism of the 
present administrators or of the policing agencies in 
general. It might encourage more complaints, but it ismuch 
better that they be aired than that they fester. It might 
occasion a bit more bureaucracy, but that’s a small price to 
pay. 

The time has come for an effective civilian police review 
board in San Diego County and the City of San Diego.

Pope sends delegation to Russia 


Early this month the Vatican announced a high-level 
delegation headed by Cardinal Casaroli, the Vatican 
Secretary of State, is being sent to Moscow to represent 
the Roman Catholic Church at ceremonies being held 
next month by the Russian Orthodox Church to mark the 
1,000th anniversary of Christianity in what is now the 
Soviet Union. 

Pope John Paul had hoped to attend the celebration 
himself, but this could not be arranged because of a 
longstanding, bitter dispute between the Vatican and the 
Russian Orthodox Church over the statues of Catholics in 
the Ukraine. 

For the Russian Orthodox Church — now emerging 
from several decades of severe persecution — this 
anniversary is a major event, and the delegation Pope 
John Paul appointed indicates the importance he places 
on it. The delegation’s 16 members include 10 cardinals, 
among them Cardinal John O’Connor of New York 
representing the United States and North America. 

In addition to sending a delegation to Moscow, Pope 
John Paul also has written two pastoral letters dealing 
with the anniversary. The first recounts the history of the 
church in what is now the Soviet Union, and the second is 
specifically directed to the estimated 3.5 million Eastern- 
rite Catholics in the Ukraine. 

The Ukraine is a large area on the western edge of the 
Soviet Union, which has its own ethnic history, language 
and religious traditions. Although the Ukrainians are now 
citizens of the Soviet Union, they are not Russians. About 
600,000 Ukrainians live in the United States and Canada, 
where they have their own bishops and churches. 

It was in Kiev, the Ukrainian capital city, where Prince 
Vladimir had his subjects baptized in 988. For this reason 
many Ukrainians believe the anniversary belongs to 
them, not to the Russian Orthodox Church. 

Pope John Paul, however, has taken an ecumenical 
approach to the problem, noting that both the Ukrainian 


and Russian churches trace their origins to this event, and 
that it took place before the church was divided into 
Catholic and Orthodox segments. 

For Ukrainians in the West, the anniversary is a very 
emotional event, and it has produced a great deal of 
controversy. But, in addition to this, the anniversary has 
also brought the existence of the church in the Soviet 
Union into the limelight. 

For those of us who were brought up thinking of the 
Soviet Union as the home of ‘‘Godless, atheistic 
communism,’’ finding we have fellow Catholics there, 
even if they’re persecuted, is something of a shock. I will 
never forget my own amazement when I visited the Soviet 
Union three years ago and went to Mass in a Catholic 
church in the heart of Moscow. 

Today the churches in the Soviet Union are no longer 
persecuted as they were in the 30s, but neither are they 
fully free. There are churches open but they are few in 
number, and the believers who attend them pay a high 
price in the form of economic discrimination. The 
Catholic Church in the Ukraine is especially persecuted. 
But despite decades of brutality, the churches of the 
Soviet Union survived and today they are growing. Their 
story is one of the most inspiring in all church history. 

The delegation which Pope John Paul is sending to 
Moscow next month is the largest and the highest-ranking 
which has ever represented the pope. Some people here 
will regard the delegation as a compromise with a Marxist 
government, but our fellow believers in the Soviet Union 
will likely see it in a different light — as another proof the 
attempt to destroy the church in their land has failed.

ALCALA PARK — Nine local Sisters 
will be among those attending the 
canonization ceremony of Blessed’ Rose 
Philippine Duchesne, the French-born 
missionary who brought the Society of the 
Sacred Heart to the United States, July 3 
at the Vatican. 

The RSCJ Sisters participating are: 
Sister Annette Bourret, director of 
graduate admissions at the University of 
San Diego, Alcala Park; Sister Lyn 
Mouton, director of evangelization at St. 
Mary Magdalene Church, Bay Park; 
Sisters Maxine Kraemer and: Anita 
Lapeyre who run St. Madeleine Sophie’s 
Training Center in El Cajon; Sister Sally 
Furay, vice president -and provost of 
USD; Sister Pat Shaffer, professor of 
chemistry at USD; Sister Marina Mapa, 
associate professor of Spanish at USD; 
Sister Ursula Bugembe from Uganda who 
is completing undergraduate studies at 
USD; and Sister Agnes Murphy, 
moderator for the Children of Mary 
Sodality. 


‘‘She (Philippine Duchesne), is being 
canonized because she heroically loved 
the heart of Jesus Christ,’’ said Sister 
Murphy. 

“I wouldn’t be a Religious if it wasn’t 
for Mother Duchesne. In 1949, she 
worked a small miracle for my health so 
that I may join the order,’’ said Sister 
Shaffer. 


Philippine Duchesne will be the first 
canonized saint of the Archdiocese of St. 
Louis and the third American woman to 
be named a saint. 

According to a booklet on the life of 


Philippine Duchesne compiled by Sister 
Murphy, the missionary came to the 
United States in 1818 with four nuns to 
work with the American Indians. 


Her work with the Indians was 
postponed, however, because she 
travelled west of the Mississippi, where 
she opened the first of several free schools 
for girls at St. Charles, Mo., near St. 
Louis. Y 

The RSCJs later established other 
schools throughout the nation, including 
the San Diego College for Women which 
merged with the San Diego College for 
Men to form the University of San Diego 
in 1972. 

The Sisters also founded St. Madeleine 
Sophie’s Training Center for 
developmentally disabled people over 21 
years ago, Sister Murphy said. 

Twenty-three years after her arrival in 
America, Philippine Dushesne was able 
to work at a Potawatomi Indian 
settlement in Sugar Creek, Kansas, 
where she established a school for Indian 
girls. 

Although she was only able to spend 
one year at the settlement, she became 
known by the Indians as Quah-kah-ka- 
num-ad, or Woman-who-prays-always. 

She died in St. Charles, Mo., in 1852 
at the age of 83. In 1940, the Vatican 
granted her the title Blessed and assigned 
Nov. 17 as her feast day. 


A contingency of Potawatomi Indian 
chiefs will also be travelling to Rome for 
the canonization, Sister Murphy said. 

“I’m very happy to go to Rome for the 
canonization, because my family has 
always been close to Blessed Duchesne. I 
am the 14th Mouton in the Society of the 
Sacred Heart,’’ said Sister Mouton. ‘‘My

“She can’t change. I have to change my way of 
thinking. I need to be more understanding and 
compassionate. I need to raise my voice without sounding 
angry,’’ she added. 

Aida has learned her problems are not unique. This 
month she is attending Mercy Hospital’s Caregiver 
Program designed to assist those caring for elderly and 
infirm family members and friends. 

She said the classes have reinforced concepts about the 
aging process and caregiving skills introduced by a Mercy 
Hospital home health nurse who used to visit her home. 

The caregiver program is being piloted this month at 
the hospital in response to needs expressed by members of 
Mercy 65 Plus and Mercy Advantage 50, said Nancy 
Nesa, Senior Services manager at the hospital. 

- Nesa and Beth Smith, program coordinator of Mercy 
Services Corporation, are the architects of the program. 

They emphasized the caregiver’s role is not for 
everyone, due to factors such as family circumstances and 
safety needs of the invalid. 

The orientation session of the eight-hour caregiver 
course helps participants assess their ability and 


commitment to provide home health care, Smith said. 

For health care, ‘‘there’s no place like home — for the 
right situation,’’ she said, adding a home environment 
enables infirm people to ‘‘maintain a sense of self?’ and 
avoid the high costs of institutional care. 

Home health care also affords caregivers of parents 
““peace of mind and a chance to pay them back’’ for the 
care they once provided, Nesa said. 

Following the orientation, the next three sessions of the 
caregiver course provide instruction in nutrition, personal 
caregiving skills, and supportive spiritual, legal, financial 
and community resources, Smith said. 

During discussions on safety and environment, 
instructors show techniques in mobility training and 
demonstrate the use of special equipment for the infirm, 
she added. 

Elaine Martin, director of Mercy Hospital’s 
Chaplaincy Services, said the spiritual needs of caregivers 
and aging adults “‘are intensified,’’ adding that caring for 
people with illnesses like Alzheimer’s diseasee can be 
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“‘draining.”’ 

Participants in the caregiver program learn of the 
physical and psychosocial changes inherent in the aging 
process, Smith said, calling aging ‘‘a normal process that 
can be delayed or accelerated’’ by people’s health, fitness 
and habits and attitudes acquired during their younger 
years. 

As participants discuss the principles of caregiving 
presented by Mercy Hospital staff, they are developing a 
support group for each other, Nesa said. 

She hopes these self-help groups will continue as a 
follow-up to the classes in order to meet the caregivers’ 
emotional needs. Tentative plans call for a Mercy 
Hospital psychologist to conduct the support groups, 
Nesa said. 

John Kinney (pseudonym), a participant, said 
discussing his frustrations with other caregivers in the 
program helps him cope with problems in caring for his 
wife — a 79-year-old victim of Alzheimer’s diesease who 
does not always recognize him. 

Another participant, Sister Susanne Kernaghan, CHS, 
said she also values the support of other caregivers in the 
program. 

A junior high teacher at St. Martin Academy, La 
Mesa, Sister Kernaghan spends several nights a week 
with her 8t-year-old mother who lives at a board-and-care 
facility with four other residents. For the nun, caregiving 
means driving her mother to the homes of other family 
members, taking her on outings and doing her 
bookkeeping. 

Sister Kernaghan said the caregiver course has shown 
“how to give (infirm people) minimum personal care 
without taking away their independence’’ and to ‘“‘stop 
feeling guilty when making decisions’’ for them. 

The content for Mercy Hospital’s Caregiver Program 
was based on a needs assessment of participants and on 
nationally conducted research, Smith said. 

A recent congressional study reported that over 80 
percent of the nation’s elderly people receive some form of 
caregiving from their family members, she explained, 
citing data in the magazine, Psychology Today. 

In 1982 nearly one-third of all caregivers were 
employed and 72 percent were women, according to that 
publication. 

In the same year, the average age of caregivers was 57 
years and the average age of care recipients was 78 years, 
according to data compiled for the Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

Nesa said these statistics somewhat reflect the local 
scene. 

In order to reach more caregivers, she hopes to have 
Mercy Hospital’s program conducted in churches 
throughout the diocese.

She said CCS legalization centers in 
North County are now very busy because 
this is the height of the agricultural 
season. 

Agricultural workers now applying for 
amnesty want to quickly receive their 
work authorization cards so they can 
journey to fields in Central California, 
Plank said. 

To obtain a cee work 
authorization card, farm workers must 
show proof that they have worked on 
agricultural fields in the United States for 
90 days during one of three one-year 
periods, dating from May 1, 1983, to 
April 30, 1986, Plank explained. 

At the CCS legalization center at 
Mission San Luis Rey, site supervisor 
Ramon Bobadilla said some 100 farm 
workers visit the center daily. He added 
that the four-person staff can only assist 
about 50 people a day. 

An INS mobile van unit visits the 
Mission San Luis Rey center each 
Monday to process amnesty applications, 
immediately issuing work authorization 
cards to qualified applicants, Bobadilla 
said. INS personnel can complete about 
100. applications each time, he said, 
noting that the CCS center had some 400 
applications waiting to be processed. 

Plank said she hopes the INS will 


continue to dispatch its mobile unit to - 


other CCS sites because many amnesty 
seekers are unable to obtain 
transportation to INS offices. 

Art Shanks, INS deputy district 
director for immigration reform, said the 
federal agency has temporarily 
discontinued use of the van te give staff 
time to process the thousands of 
applications filed during the last days of 
the legalization program that ended May 
4. 

Shanks added that the INS will send 
out the van again in a few weeks. 

Bobadilla noted that the number “of 
agricultural workers applying for amnesty 
at the mission site has been increasing. 
“Word of mouth’’ is how information 
about the program is getting out to the 
farm workers, he said. 

Some immigrants’ rights groups have 
charged that the INS did not conduct an 
adequate publicity campaign about the 
legalization program that ended May 4. 

However, Shanks said the INS

conducted a yearlong outreach campaign. 
He said the agency will continue ‘to 
publicize the amnesty program for farm 
workers, via announcements in 
newspapers and on radio and television. 

Because employers fear being 
penalized, some farm workers. have been 
unable to get their former bosses to sign 
INS employment verification forms, 
Bobadilla said. However, most local farm 
workers have not had trouble getting 
proof of employment from owners of the 
tomato, strawberry and orange fields in 
North County, he added. 

He concurred with Plank that many 
farm workers wish to obtain quickly their 
work authorization cards so they can head 
north. 

Employer sanctions slated to go into 
effect June 1 will keep many farm workers 
from obtaining jobs without the work 
card, Plank explained. 

The migrant workers also fear trying to 
get through the San Clemente 
immigration checkpoint without _ this 
card, Bobadilla said. 

He noted that the work card is just the 
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first step in the legalization process for 
farm workers. Within six months after 
obtaining the card, the INS will notify the 
applicant to apply for the temporary 
resident card (green card) that is valid for 
18 months. 

To get. permanent resident status, 
however, the applicants must apply to the 
INS on their own; no reminders will be 
sent, he explained. 

Moser said that CCS has processed 
more than 8,200 amnesty applications for 
farm workers, including more than 2,500 
completed through offices in the Diocese 
of Mexicali.

It has been argued down through the ages that when 
missionaries go into foreign lands to bring the Gospel, they also 
change the culture of the native people.

The Milagro Beanfield War is an 
honest but flawed attempt to depict the 
cultural strength of a Hispanic 
community in New Mexico when it bands 
together against greedy Anglo land 
developers. 

The plot revolves around the stubborn 
character of Joe (Chick Vennera), a 
Milagro resident who diverts water from 
an irrigation system onto his land so that 
he, like his father before him, can plant a 
field of beans. 

This turns out to be illegal because the 
farmers of Milagro have been deprived of 
their water rights by shady dealings 
between state politicians and the 
developers who plan to buy up the land 
cheaply and transform the area into an 
expensive resort center. 

Joe’s act of defiance doesn’t get much 
sympathy from the rest of the community 
until the developers send in an enforcer 
(Christopher Walken) to discourage Joe’s 
initiative. Led by Ruby (Sonia Braga), 
who runs the local garage, and with some 
help from a semi-retired civil rights 
lawyer (John Heard) and the local sheriff 
(Ruben Blades), Milagro finally stands 
united against the hired guns of the 
crooks. 

Directed by Robert Redford, the 
simple good-guys-bad-guys plot is 
conveyed in broad, melodramatic strokes 
that have little narrative. impact. The 
script by David Ward and John Nichols, 
based on Nichols’ novel, is more 
interested in the foibles of its large cast of 
colorful characters. 

The fundamental problem is the slack, 
meandering, ill-defined plot that fails to 
provide a focused context for all the 
characters, colorful or not, who wander in 
and out of the scene. The result is a 
hodgepodge in which some things work 
but most don’t. 

Redford’s intent obviously is to 
engender respect for the land and the 
people who inhabit it. He succeeds to 
some extent but in the process seems to

_ a Chicano community. 


For all its failings, Redford’s attempt is 
well worth attending because the acting of 
a largely Hispanic cast is of a high caliber 


and the movie’s intentions, however 
disappointing the treatment, are far and 
away of more interest than most current 
screen fare. 

The movie contains some rough 
language and violence, as well as some 
discreet sexual references. _

Garner helps to enliven ‘Sunset’

Blake Edwards’ latest fiasco, Sunset, 
has little to offer beyond a dazzling 
display of antique cars and the always- 
welcome presence of James Garner, who 
looks and acts a lot like he did as the ever- 
popular Maverick. 

For no apparent reason, Edwards sets 
his scenario in the Hollywood milieu of 
silent cowboy star Tom Mix (Bruce 
Willis). It’s 1929, and although the 
movies are on the brink of sound, Mix’s 
popularity and own sense of self- 
importance are intact. Enter Wyatt Earp 
(James Garner). He’s been paged to act 
as technical adviser on Mix’s latest 
project, a western in which Earp will be 
the central character. 

Soon Earp and Mix become embroiled 


in some off-camera dirty business that 
leads them to crash two brothels, clash 
with some corrupt cops, confront a slimy 
Chicago hood and expose the psycho- 
pathic history of Mix’s studio president, 
Alfie Alperin (Malcolm McDowell), a 
one-time silent film clown popularly 
known as the Happy Hobo. 

Almost offhandedly, Edwards has 
fashioned a period buddy movie that 
unfortunately wastes some potentially 
colorful characters and novel sets in a plot 
that meanders along through numerous 
stunts and shoot-’em-ups to a predictable 
close. 

Willis is totally unbelievable as Tom 


Mix. Outfitted in some wonderfully 


outrageous cowboy costumes, Willis looks 
the dandy but never rises above his own 
goofy TV persona to get a handle on 
Mix’s larger-than-life character. 


Garner is believable and likable as 
Wyatt Earp, but for him as for several 
other fine actors in this film — from 
Mariel Hemingway as a madam to 
McDowell as the lunatic studio head — 
there’s little of substance for any of them 
to do. 

‘‘Sunset’’ is a film in search of a plot, 
strong direction and a reason for being. It 
should prove to be little more than an 
afterthought in Edwards’ distinguished 
career. 

The films contains several scenes of 
violence played with a light touch, some 
profanity, brief nudity and implications 
of kinky sexual situations within the 
brothel environment.

Given the phenomenal success of 
“Dirty Dancing’’ and ‘‘La Bamba,”’ it 
was just a matter of time before a Latino 
dance film hit movie screens. ‘‘Salsa’’ 
parlays its hot, sexy sound into a feast for 
salsa buffs, focusing on young Puerto 
Rican-Americans who gather nightly in a 
trendy East Los Angeles nightclub. 

Unlike ‘‘Dirty Dancing,’’ which paired 
some good acting and an entertaining 
storyline with its dancing, this film’s 
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scenario, co-written and directed by Boaz 
Davidson, never amounts to anything or 
culminates in a definitive climactic 
contest. The story, such as it is, merely 
serves as an excuse to showcase salsa and 
the talents of Rosa, who takes every 
opportunity to gyrate and flex his 
substantial form. His acting talent is 
minimal but he grins a lot and looks 
convincing whether he’s dancing on a 
dance floor, in the shower or on a 
billboard ledge. 

“‘Salsa’’ will enhance Latino pride with 
its energized overdose of salsa, 
choreographed by Kenny Ortega (‘‘Dirty 


Dancing’’),-but it unfortunately does not 
make the most of film as a storytelling 
medium. This flaw detracts from the 
film’s obvious attempt to give viewers a 
unique view of middle-class Puerto 
Rican-Americans. 


The movie has some sexually | 


suggestive dance numbers which may not 
be suitable for children and young 
adolescents except with parental 
supervision.

EL CAJON — Four men of the San 
Diego diocese will be ordained to the 
permanent diaconate by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher at 10 a.m. May 28, at Our Lady 
of Grace Church in El Cajon. 

They are Ferris Bell, St. Gregory the 
Great, San Diego; Peter Can Nguyen, 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart, San 
Diego; Richard Mather, St. Patrick, 
Carlsbad; and George Shea, Our Lady of 
Grace, E] Cajon. 

The four men and their wives have 
completed four years of spiritual and 
academic formation preceded by an 
application process, which included 
interviews with members of the 
Permanent Diaconate Executive Board 
and psychological testing to discern their 
vocation to the diaconate. 

The four years of preparation consisted 
of days of recollection, retreats and 
courses, such as Scripture, Cristology, 
sacraments, liturgy, homiletics, moral 
theology and social justice with practical 
applications in the classroom, parishes 
and through social agencies, such as 
Catholic Community Services. 

“‘The program has been challenging 
but it is very rewarding,’’ said Shea, who 
is retired from Solar Gas Turbines, San 
Diego. 

Bell related, “‘It has been a growth 
experience for me as a person who has a 
role of service to the community and the 
church.”’ 

Because spouses are allowed to attend 


‘the classes, Bell feels the program has 


played an important role in the growth of 
his marriage. 

“Tt is a family ministry and family 
effort,’’ said Bell, who with his wife 
Glenna, has four children. 

Nguyen, who escaped with his wife and 
daughter from South Vietnam in a fishing 
boat during the communist takeover in 
1975, knew he would ‘‘one day serve the 
Lord.”’ 

“T didn’t believe we could survive. I 
prayed, and Jesus saved us,’’ he 
explained. 

‘‘Now I do what God wants me to do. 
It is time for me to use my education and, 
experience to help my brothers and 
sisters,’’ said Nguyen. 

Nguyen, who now has six children, will 
be the first Vietnamese-American deacon 
in the Diocese of San Diego. He works as 
an interpreter at Sharp Hospital. 


Unlike Nguyen, Mather was not sure 
of his calling to the permanent diaconate. 

“The Lord called me through my 
confessor and a close friend,’’ explained 
Mather. ‘‘On two separate occasions they 
asked me why I didn’t become a 
deacon.”’ 

Even during the formation program, 
Mather said that he did not approach the 
possibility of ordination lightly and spent 
much time in prayer, asking the Lord for 
direction. 

“The Lord utilizes each one of us 
differently but I think our common 
denominator has been our desire to 
serve,’’ said Mather. ‘‘We will become a 
living example for the rest of our parish 
families.”’ 

Mather is director of engineering at 
Vantage Associates in San Diego. He and 
his wife, Jane, have seven children. 

After these men’s ordination, the 
diocese will have 80 permanent deacons. 
They can officiate at baptisms and 
weddings, proclaim the Gospel, preach 
and distribute the Eucharist. 

Deacons, who are vested during 
liturgical services, wear the deacon’s stole 
over the left shoulder and diagonally 
across the body. 

Outside of their liturgical functions, 
deacons and their wives serve in a variety 
of ministries with their primary role being 
in the area of social justice. 

In 1984, shortly after the formation 
process began for the four men who will 
be ordained May 28, the permanent 
diaconate program was suspended for two 
years in order to update the process. 

According to Father Patrick Foley, 
director of the diocesan Office of the 
Permanent Diaconate, guidelines 
released by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops ‘‘served as an outline for 
our restructuring.” 

The new program ‘“‘allows.a greater 
amount of flexibility in the preliminary 
formation process,’’ said Father Foley. 

Now, those seeking to. enter the 
diaconate formation program must take 
prerequisite courses through the Diploma 
Program of the diocesan Department of 
Educational Ministry and the University 
of San Diego. 

They also must participate in parish 
ministry and social justice ministries and 
programs, receive ongoing spiritual 
direction, and attend workshops, days of 
recollections and retreats. 

Once ordained, deacons 
participate in continuing education.

Mother Teresa to draw 
full house at USD May31

ALCALA PARK — No more tickets 
are available for Mother ‘Teresa’s 
appearance at the University of San 
Diego’s Torero Stadium May 31. 

‘“The response has been overwhelming 
and we certainly appreciate that,’’ said 
John Nunes, director of USD’s News 
Bureau. ‘‘But we regret we will not be 
able to accommodate everyone’? who 
wants tickets. 

Nunes said the 5,400 seats available at 
the stadium — including some 2,000 on 
the field — had been issued by last 
Monday. 

Awarded the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1979, Mother Teresa’s visit to USD was 
arranged by Dr. Anita Figueredo, 
regional link for the Co-Workers of 
Mother Teresa and a USD Board of 
Trustee member. 

People holding tickets for Mother 
Teresa’s appearance will be admitted to 
the stadium beginning at 1 p.m., Nunes 
said. USD officials request that buses 
bringing groups to the event use the 
campus’s east entrance, he added. Others 
should use the west entrance to the school. 

Among dignitaries invited to 
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participate in the event are San Diego 
Mayor Maureen O’Connor, Tijuana 
Mayor Federico Valdez, San Diego 
Padres owner Joan Kroc and_ her 
daughter Linda Smith, the founder of 
Mothers Embracing Nuclear 
Disarmament, Nunes said. 

Nunes said the 90-minute program — 
set to begin at 2 p.m..— includes 
conferring an honorary degree on Mother 
Teresa by Sister Sally Furey, RSCJ, vice 
president and provost of USD. 

Head of the Missionaries of Charity, 
Mother Teresa is scheduled to make a 
June 1 visit to four members of the 
congregation now living in Tijuana. The 
Sisters will soon open a shelter for sick, 
homeless men in Colonia Murua. 

Mother Teresa is slated to tour the 
facility and meet with Tijuana priests and 
seminarians during her May 31-June 2 
visit to the Mexican border city. 

Dr. Figueredo said some items are still 
needed for the shelter, including white 
single sheets, twin-size blankets, bath 
towels and bed tables. Monetary 
donations will also be accepted.
